1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not disclose a process and apparatus to cool hot gas having the claimed structure 
and method steps including a reactor connected at its lower end to a horizontal duct, the 
horizontal duct being fluidly connected to a tube having a main tubular part positioned in 
a vessel and arranged vertically therein, and an upstream tubular part positioned in the 
horizontal duct and arranged horizontally therein, the upstream tubular part being 
sealing connected to a tube sheet positioned in the horizontal duct, and using as cooling 
medium the mixture of fresh liquid cooling medium and the defined part of the liquid 
cooling medium after being used to cool the upstream tubular part and tube sheet..
